VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Jan. 17. 
-The following advices from the Orient 
have been received by the steamer Em- 
press of Japan: The situation at Pekin is 
growing more complicated since the arrival 
of Viceroy Lui Kun Yieh, Li Hung Chang’s 
greatest enemy, and head of the Hunan fac- 
tion. The first evidence, of Lui Kug Yieh 
is the issuing of a decree condemning Ad- 
mirals Ting, Kung and Tdo-Tai to death, 
and ali other officers in command of di- 
visions yet alive, who showed cowardice be- 
fore, after or during the battle. 

By this sweeping decree none of the Gen- 


erals and Admirals escape. He states as 


they are responsible for the necessary fall 
of Port Arthur; déath must be their penalty. 
The Board of Punishment will publicly dis- 
grace the commanders before execution. 
The mandate overrides LI. Hung Chang's 
desperate attempt to “whitewash” every 
cowardly commander who deserted his 
post at the fall of Port Arthur.

Marshal MacMahon, elected May 2, 1873; 
resigned Jan. 30, 1879; died Oct. 17, 1893.

M. — elected Dec. 3, 1887; assassin- 
ated at Lyons June 24, 1894 

M. Casimir-Perier, elected June 27, 1894:

The National Assembly, which elects the 
Presidents of France, is really a joint ses- 
sion of the two Houses of the French Parlia- 
ment—the Senate and Chamber of uties. 
They meet at Versailles when an election 
is to take place. 

The Senate is composed of three hundred 
members and the Chamber of uties 
five hundred and four members. A Presi- 
dent is elected for seven years by a ma- 
sige of the votes of the National Assem.

REPUBLIC AND PEOPLE,

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HOW TO STOP IT. 


The ‘street-car fender petition which 
citizens are signing will serve to express 


; the sentiments of the people most con- 


cerned, as well to the State Legislature 
as to the Municipal Assembly. Good 
work ig the way of checking the destruc- 
tion of life by street cars rushing through 


the city may be done by both these bodies. 


The street car corporations are heart- 
less. They are without any miotive ex- 
cept greed and are devoid of feeling except 
in the pocket-book. The question of 
dollars and cents is the only question 
which concerns them. No other consid- 
eration except that of money touches 
them. 

The kind of ordinance the Municipal 
Assembly should pass is one requiring 
the adoption of an approved fender with- 
in a reasonable time under penalty of a 
heavy fine every day for each car not 
provided with such a fender. The fine 
should be large enough to hurt. 

The best service the State Legislature 


can do is to define negligence as a failure 


to provide suitable fenders and guard 
dangerous crossings. It is only by mak- 
ing care and life-saving devices cheaper 
than human slaughter that the corpora- 
tions can be made to guard life. 

The delusion that the valuable service 
rendered to the public confers on street 
car companies the privilege of killing 
people in the public streets must be swept 
away. We must purge ourselves of the 
reproach of permitting the wanton sac- 
rifice of life to save a few dollars for 
corporations.

From the New York World. 

Official statistics show that on a million acres of 
land which changed hands last year in sixty-two 
Ohio counties there was a shrinkage of $3,000,000 
as compared with the values of the year before, 
while the new mortgage indebtedness for the year 
was 65 per cent greater than the old debt canceled. 

What is true of Ohio is more or lees true of 
the agricultural land in the entire country. It 
bas been forced lower and lower from year to 
year until now the causes of its decline are growing 
cumulative in their effects.

the statement that the Government policies of the 
United States and of Europe are being dictated 
to an increasing extent by the cities, and in the 
cities by men who are ignorant of nearly everything 
outside of their special line of business.
